Penney says he’s relayed the information to the state 
Department of Public Health, whose new commissioner, 
Dr. Howard Koh, called for the study when he learned that 
the Andover breast cancer rate was the third-highest in 
the state. The department is currently mapping Andover, 
checking to see if “clusters” of cancers can be found. This 
mapping is the first stage of the study.

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New IRA 
option 


for 1998 


Every now and again, Congress mix- 
es up a batch of medicine that is good 
for investors. With the Taxpayer Relief 
Act of 1997, Congress gave investors the 
Roth IRA, a new remedy for the chal- 
lenge of saving for retirement. 

The new IRA, available beginning 
with the 1998 tax year, turns the tradi- 
tional IRA formula on its head: Contri- 
butions are taxed, but withdrawals are 
tax free after age 59 1/2 if the account is 
at least five years old. 

In contrast, the traditional IRA may 
be tax deductible up front (depending 
on income), but it is taxed upon with- 
drawal at the account holder’s income 
tax rate in retirement. 

Ultimately, your IRA investment 
‘ptions boil down to Uncle Sam saying, 
“Pay me now or pay me later.” For 
many, “pay me now” makes sense. Sup- 
pose a couple in the 28 percent tax 
bracket contributes $4,000 (the maxi- 
mum $2,000 each) a year for five years 
to a Roth IRA. They will receive no tax 
deduction for their annual contribu- 
tions, but, assuming an 8 percent annu- 
al return on their investment, they will 
have $37,238 after 10 years completely 
tax free. 

By comparison, if the couple made 
the same contributions to an old-style 
deductible IRA and earned the same 
returns, they would have only $26,812 
éifter taxes in 10 years (assuming a 28 
percent tax bracket before and after 
retirement). Of course, if the couple 
invested the $1,120 in tax savings they 
received each year, they would end up 
with a total that would nearly match the 
Roth IRA. 

Here is a breakdown of the new IRA 
rules: 

Income limits for traditional IRAs 
increased. If you make up to $50,000 as a 
couple filing jointly, or up to $30,000 as a 
Single filer, you can deduct the full 
$2,000 in the 1998 tax year even if you 
are covered by a retirement plan. Those 
caps rise gradually to $80,000 by 2007 for 
joint filers and to $50,000 by 2005 for sin- 
gles. The limit is higher for couples that 
include a nonworking spouse or a 
Spouse who is not covered by a re-tire- 
ment plan. Those couples can make up 
to $150,000 and still take a fully 
deductible IRA contribution for the 
spouse who doesn’t work or is not cov- 
ered by a plan. Above these income caps 
are higher ones allowing partial 
deductibility. Investors whose income 
exceeds these higher caps can still make 
nondeductible contributions to an IRA. 
. Income limits on Roth IRAs are high- 
er than those on traditional IRAs. Sin- 
gles earning up to $95,000 and couples 
up to $150,000 can contribute to a Roth 
IRA even if they are covered by a retire- 
ment plan. Partial eligibility is allowed 
for singles with incomes of up to 
$110,000 and couples with incomes of up 
to $160,000. Above these limits, no Roth 
IRA contribution is permitted.

Student images of Europe 


If you can’t make it to Europe 
yourself this year, you may be 
able to experience it vicariously 
through a new photo exhibit at 
UMass Lowell. 

Kim Corley of Andover was 
one of 10 UMass Lowell students 
who toured Europe with native 
Students in a photography trip 
organized by art professor Arno 
Minkkinen. The results are on 
display in an exhibit called “Spir- 
it Level,” which opened yester- 
day at the University Gallery. 

The traveling exhibit has 
already appeared at schools in 
Lhati, Finland and Vevey, 
Switzerland. 

Minkkinen, Known interna- 
tionally for his photographs com- 
bining images of nature and the 
human body, is a native of Fin- 
land and has been an Andover 
resident for more than 20 years. 

With the help of corporate 
sponsorship and the hospitality 
of two top European art schools, 
he took the 10 students to Lhati: 
St. Petersburg, Russia; Tallinn, 
Estonia; Riga, Latvia; Wroclaw, 
Poland; and Prague, Czechoslova- 
kia, where they worked with 20 
European students. 

Their assignment was to 
choose a theme — portraits, land- 
scapes or creative expression — 
for their focus as they traveled. 

Students were taking pho- 


tographs 24 hours a day to cap- 


ture the spontaneity of the scenes 
and changing landscapes, 
Minkkinen says. 


Andover’s Corley chose to 
take portraits of her fellow stu- 
dents and people she met. Her 
work included portraits of stu- 
dents in various landscapes of 
Europe like cities, mountains 
and fields. 

The trip was a huge success, 
Minkkinen reports, motioning to 
the color and black and white 
work displayed in the gallery, a 
project for which each student 
produced a semester’s worth of 
work in three weeks. 

The volume of work is espe- 
cially notable since group mem- 
bers had no chance to evaluate 
their projects as they went along, 
because they couldn’t develop 
their pictures until they stopped 
at the schools. 

“It was a unique workshop 
experience,” Minkkinen says, as 
he worked with the students on 
their projects though sketches, 
written notes or dialogue. 

It also provided a lifetime of 
relationships and _ cultural 
exchange. The group worked so 
well together they adopted the 
theme of the trip — “Spirit Level” 
— as an expression.

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Fire guts electronics classrooms at Voke 


By Neil Fater 

Still reeking of smoke and suffering 
from $1 million worth of damage caused 
by a Tuesday morning fire, the Greater 
Lawrence Technical School will remain 
closed until next week. 

Although the cause of the fire was 
quickly determined to be a short in an 
electrical strip, severe smoke damage to 
the school has employees still battling the 
effects of the blaze. 

“The cleanup has started. We’re in the 
aftermath now,” says Principal and Act- 
ing Superintendent Frank Vacirca. “We 
have two cleaning companies in here now. 
They’re both working around the clock.” 

The fire destroyed a large area in the 
rear of the building that serves 120 stu- 
dents in the industrial electronics pro- 
gram. Those students will use the larger 
electronics program’s lab for the rest of 
the year, and the school’s curriculum 
coordinator rearranged schedules to find 
open classrooms for those youths, says 
Vacirca. 

He says he hopes to have the building 
open for all students and after-school pro- 
grams by the end of the weekend. The 
sports and music programs, swimming 
pool used by several area schools and even 
the Meals on Wheels program have been 
unable to use the school this week because 
of the extent of the damage.

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“It looks like the damage has been 
around $1 million,” says Vacirca who 
wants all of the school’s 1,450 students 
back in class as soon as possible. 

“Idle time is no good,” he says. “I’m 
pushing for Monday.” 

Meanwhile, state Rep. Barry Finegold 
is pushing the state to grant the school 
emergency status so it can rebuild the fire- 
damaged area without going through the 
lengthy bidding process normally 
required by state law. 

“I put a call in to the governor this 
morning,” said Finegold Wednesday. “I 
was there 10 minutes. I walked away and 
(because of the smoke) my head was hurt- 


Vacirca lauds the efforts of the fire 
fighters, and says many in the community 
have offered to help. 

“Their kindness is not wasted on me,” 
he says. 

Although the smoky smell remains for 
now in much of the building, the fire dam- 
age itself affected only a large area in the 
rear of the building that had been divided 
into two teaching rooms and a computer 
lab for the industrial electronics program, 
says Deputy Fire Chief Chuck Murnane. 

“It's just a mess. There’s heavy fire 
damage in that big room and then smoke 
damage in the rest of the wing,” he says. 
“There was just smoke everywhere. It

Help shape 
the future 


A major piece of Andover’s future, pos- 
sibly lasting for a decade or more, is 
being decided right now. 

A bit melodramatic? Hardly. It is diffi- 
cult to overstate the importance of the 
police chief and the schools superinten- 
dent in any town. And local officials are 
in the process right now of choosing who 
will fill both of those positions. 

Both go straight to the issue of quality 
of life. 

Yes, clean streets are important, trash 
pickup is essential, potable water, plowed 
streets, parking and a bustling down- 
town all matter a great deal. But none of 
them matter quite as much without the 
sense of security and stability created by 
a first-class police department. 

Andover does have such a department. 
But, as is well known by anybody paying 
even marginal attention, it is a depart- 
ment deeply divided over who should be 
chosen from the superior officer ranks to 
be the next chief. 

That makes a difficult choice even 
tougher. And the implications for the 
town should be obvious. A department 
divided within itself can’t serve the town 
effectively. So the choice of a new chief 
who can bring healing and unity is criti- 
cal. 

On the schools side, facilities matter, 
Supplies matter and of course the teach- 
ers matter a great deal. But they can’t 
matter the way they should if they are 
distracted by grievances, unending con- 

_ Struction projects, chaotic scheduling 
and the other problems that have 
plagued the local system in recent years. 

Young families aspire to move to 
Andover because they believe the local 
schools offer the kind of opportunity they 
want to provide for their children. 

The person who leads the schools is 
the one we will all hold accountable for 
maintaining that reputation. So we had 
better choose wisely. 

Local officials are making an effort to 
involve you, the public, in the process. 
Local community leaders were invited to 
comment on what they desire in a police 
chief. The interviews with schools super- 
intendent candidates are all public, and 
all being taped for cable TV. 

If you want to participate, now is your 
chance. Go to the interviews. Ask ques- 
tions. Let your representatives know 
what you think. 

Don’t say later on that you were never 
told.

Consumers come up winners in the Browser Wars 


Have a glass of virtual champagne! 

Microsoft Corp., faced with the threat 
of being fined $1 million a day, after 
weeks of tantrums and other bad behav- 
ior, finally flinched before a federal judge. 

The charge: contempt of court, for fail- 
ing to comply with the judge’s prelimi- 
nary injunction in December, ordering 
the company to separate its Web browser 
(Internet Explorer) from Windows 95, its 
world-dominant operating system (OS), 
used on more than 90 percent of all PCs. 

A browser lets a computer user view 
pages on the World Wide Web, the graph- 
ical part of the Internet. 

Microsoft was ordered to offer PC 
makers a real choice, instead of forcing 
IE 4.0 on them — and their customers— 
or incur the software giant’s Wrath. 

Choking off competition is what got 
the Justice Department’s antitrust divi- 
sion interested in the first place. And the 
stakes are always a little on the high side 
when you tangle with the Justice Depart- 
ment. 


START ME Up 

Not that the fine would’ve hurt their 
walking-around money for a few years. 
These are the same guys who gave the 
Rolling Stones somewhere in the neigh- 
borhood of $12 million to use their song 
Start Me Up to introduce Windows 95, the 
most ballyhooed string of software code 
in history. But it appears that the free 
ride the software superpower from Red- 
mond, Wash., has long enjoyed, is over. 

Although the last thing Microsoft 
wants is the government telling it how it 
can do business, CEO Bill Gates and his 
executives actually seemed to enjoy play- 
ing chicken with Janet Reno, DOJ prose- 
cutors and US District Judge Thomas 
Penfield Jackson, trying a number of 
defenses, all insisting that Internet 
Explorer was essential to Windows 95 and 
— later this year — Windows 98 (if they’re 
lucky, and if the judge says so). Or the 
whole thing could result in Windows 99. 


PAINT IT BLACK 

They tried everything — except what 
the judge told them to do. They said “It 
can't be done” (because they have inte- 
grated the operating system so complete- 
ly with the browser). Then a skeptical 
Judge Jackson and an assistant, with no 
training, managed to do it. 

So Microsoft executives, in turn, 
retorted and resorted to the defiance of 
childhood. 

“Oh yeah? Make us.” Then they pro- 


duced crippled and pre-bug-fix versions 
of the OS, knowing full well they would- 
n't start up or work satisfactorily, or 
wouldn’t be acceptable to PC makers, and 
all the while saying it was all the judge’s 
fault, because of his Dec. 11 “unbundling 
order.” 

So on Jan. 22, on the verge of being 
cited for contempt by Judge Jackson, 
who was clearly losing his patience with 
the Microsoft executives’ arrogance, 
Microsoft agreed to offer a version of its 
OS, minus an easy way to get to an under- 
lying Explorer. Most of its files will still 
be there on the user’s hard drive, only 
hidden from view — “down cellar’ — 
with no icon provided for access. 


It’s A Gas Gas GAs 

This agreement is only a temporary 
win for the smiling DOJ, because the 
larger issue of whether Microsoft should 
be allowed to preinstall its browser in the 
OS is left to the court to decide. 

Back in October, I got a sneak preview 
of Windows 98 with its “active desktop” 
running IE 4.0, MS Front Page and MS 
Word. The pro-Microsoft viewers among 
the group thought it was the greatest 
thing since sliced bread. The skeptics 
said, “Hello, why do you need to look at 
the hard drive through a Web brows- 
er...?” 

Exactly. And Janet Reno is right to be 
taking a dim view of what Microsoft is 
trying to do here. They are in a position

Keep the promise 
of special ed 


Editor, Townsman: 

Proposed changes in the Massachu- 
setts special education law (Chapter 766) 
have been a cause for concern to fami- 
lies, educators, and others. 

Most disturbing is the repeal of the 
“maximum feasible benefit” require- 
ment. If this change stands it is feared 
that access to appropriate levels of edu- 
cation will be compromised and expec- 
tations for individuals will be lowered. 

The argument for change has been 
framed to take advantage of the frustra- 
tion of homeowners whose property 
taxes go towards the support of local 
schools. In fact, increased state partici- 
pation in education funding is an option 
that should be considered since Massa- 
chusetts is way below the national aver- 
age in state funding of education costs. 

I urge you to take a moment to exam- 
ine the facts and use them to help our 
Legislature to “keep the promise” of 
education that provides access to the 
realization of full human potential for 
all. We must not fall prey to the pitting 
of Sped students against majority stu- 
dents when other remedies to the cost of 
education can be identified.

Keep special ed 
language as is 


Editor, Townsman: 

The Andover Townsman advocated 
adoption of the proposed changes to the 
State’s special education law, Chapter 
766 (“Special ed bill should pass,” 
Townsman, Jan. 22) 

The editorial opined that “... reason, 
logic and practicality rather than emo- 
tion should govern in regulating special 
education in the commonwealth.” 

I suggest that application of these 
principles warrants continuation of 
Massachusetts leading role in providing 
all our children, including children 
with special needs, the _ services 
required to achieve their “maximum 
feasible benefit.” 

A balancing of the costs and benefits 
to these children — and to our society — 
weighs strongly in favor of maintaining 
the state’s strong commitment to special 
education. Even viewing the issue pure- 
ly from a financial perspective — surely 
an overly:narrow approach — such a 
policy represents a cost-savings over the 
long-term. 

As a dramatic but representative 
example of such a savings, one of my 
clients recently obtained the related ser- 
vices and medical treatment he needed 
to address his physical and emotional 
disabilities. As a result, this student 
almost overnight went from being a 
troubled teen-ager recommended for 
placement in an alternative school, to a 


bright, motivated child who for the first 
time believed he could succeed rather 
than fail in school. 

Instead of a juvenile delinquent 
requiring the long-term expenditure of 
remedial resources, society is likely to 
gain a young adult with the realistic 
prospect of graduating from high school 
and pursuing a meaningful career. 

But the special education law should 
not be judged by its cost-savings alone. 
It offers children and their families the 
hope of leading fruitful, productive, and 
happy lives. I saw these benefits 
achieved by another client who was 
being treated for Tourette’s Syndrome. 
Without appropriate services and modi- 
fications to school disciplinary rules, 
this elementary-school student had 
become a major disciplinary problem. 

This child cried each morning, hav- 
ing to face going to school and the 
humiliations he experienced. His par- 
ents were distraught over his problems. 
As a result of the failure to address his 
disability, his illness became worse at 
school and he continually distracted his 
fellow students and required constant 
teacher attention. 

However, once his needs were 
explained to staff and accommodations 
made, this child was able to function in 
school and the other students in his 
classrooms were able to obtain the 
attention that they needed. Additional- 
ly, his family was able to address the 
needs of his siblings and he was able to 
move towards a positive self-image. 

Again, the provision of services, at 
minimal expense, enabled this young 
student to develop both emotionally and 
academically so that he would have the 
ability to contribute to society. 

These are but two examples of the 
positive impact of Massachusetts pre- 
sent special education law on the lives 
of many thousands of students, students 
who would otherwise very likely fail in 
school and in life. Surely such a com- 
mitment of resources is reasonable, log- 
ical, and practical. 

I am not condoning abuse of the spe- 
cial education program. I suggest, how- 
ever, that such allegations of abuse need 
to be carefully reviewed. I recall, for 
example, that Boston University recent- 
ly proposed restrictions on accommoda- 
tions offered special needs students, cry- 
ing loudly that abuses of these accom- 
modations were rampant. 

On careful review, however, the 
school admitted that its claims were 
unfounded and it withdrew on the pro- 
posed changes. I believe that the claims 
of broad abuse of Chapter 766 will simi- 
larly be found to be grossly exaggerated. 
Nevertheless, to the extent that they 
exist, they do not justify reducing the 
present criteria for the provision of 
such services. Throwing out the baby 
with the bath water is not reasonable, 
logical or practical. 

The serious concern has been raised 
that by enforcing Chapter 766 as 
presently written, the schools are favor- 
ing special needs students over all other 
students in the system. This concern is 
real and needs to be addressed, not just 


in those few communities targeted by 
the amended law to receive more fund- 
ing for special needs, but by all school 
systems including Andover’s. We can- 
not continue to place demands on such 
systems, and on the highly competent 
and committed special education teach- 
ers, to provide related services to dis- 
abled students without demanding from 
the state funds to help pay the costs of 
such services. 

I suggest that the reasonable logical 
and practical answer is not to reduce 
the level of care offered special needs 
students but to increase our commit- 
ment, both at the state and community 
level to providing the “maximum feasi- 
ble benefits” to all students. 

The better answer to the dilemma of 
paying for the costs of special education 
is that we commit ourselves to provid- 
ing all our children with the best educa- 
tion that we as parents, educators, and 
community residents can provide. With 
the needed resources our educators can 
do their job properly and well. We owe 
our children — and our nation’s future 
— no less.

Stop manipulating 
town meeting warrant 


Editor, Townsman: 

Last year, Town Meeting was asked 
to empower the selectmen to refuse to 
insert duly-certified private articles on 


the warrant. Unanimously, Town Meet- 
ing said no. In the opinion of Jonathan 
Abbot, assistant attorney general, 
“There are no provisions under state 
law for opening and closing a warrant,” 
which means the warrant is open until 
the selectmen sign the warrant over to 
the constables for publication. 

Massachusetts General Laws Chap- 
ter 39, Section 10 says: “The selectmen 
shall insert in the warrant for the 
annual Town Meeting all subjects, the 
insertion of which shall be requested of 
them in writing by 10 or more regis- 
tered voters.” 

It is a double standard for selectmen 
to refuse to accept or insert private 
articles submitted in their entirety, 
when selectmen continue to manipu- 
late the warrant by altering and 
redrafting town-sponsored articles 
when the warrant is supposedly closed. 

Andover has a reputation of non- 
compliance with the state Public 
Records Law, the Open Meeting Law 
and the law cited above, but most of all, 
the First Amendment. 

The lack of leadership to put a war- 
rant together without infringing on 
state law and the Constitution is ludi- 
crous. Elected officials must solemnly 
swear or (affirm) that they will, to the 
best of their ability, preserve, protect 
and defend the Constitution of the Unit- 
ed States. 

According to the First Amendment, 
“Congress shall make no law respect- 
ing an establishment of religion, or pro- 
hibiting the free exercise thereof, or 
abridging the freedom of speech, or of 
the press; or the right of the people to 
peaceably to assemble and to petition 
the government for a redress of griev- 
ances.” 

Needless to say, officials continue to 
ignore the mandate of Town Meeting, 
state law, the attorney general’s opin- 
ion and the Constitution by carrying 
on their tradition of closing the war- 
rant in January, three months before 
Town Meeting. 

Several calls were placed to the 
offices of (state Senator) John O’Brien, 
(state Rep.) Barry Finegold and the 
attorney general’s office in the last 
three years, to stop this abuse of 
power. 

O’Brien promised in the spring of 
1995 to deliver a formal opinion from 
the attorney general’s office to stop offi- 
cial violation of our Constitutiona! 


right to petition. Unfortunately, 
O’Brien never delivered on nhis 
promise. Finegold considers First 


Amendment violations to be irrelevant 
and not a priority issue on his list. 
This kind of representation is 
demeaning to all freedom-loving people 
and should not be condoned through 
continued government employment. 
Let us hope and pray that those who 
made the ultimate sacrifice to protect 
and defend the Constitution did not die 
in vain. We continue to wait a response 
from O’Brien, Finegold or (Attorney 
General Scott) Harshbarger.

First there were the 17 years at the 
phone company. Then the 26 years in 
business. That’s, uh, 43 years of work. 

So Rita Martin and partner Anne

Memorial Hall Library will present A Long Linen Thread: Smith & 


Dove Company in Andover, 
Wednesday, Feb. 18. 

Florence Feldman-Wood will talk 
about the Smith & Dove Company flax 
processing mill, a thriving business 
and social force within Andover for 92 
years. Its influence can still be felt in 
many tangible and intangible ways, 
even though it closed 70 years ago. 

Smith & Dove was the first such 
mill in this country, and one of only a 
handful in the United States through- 
out the 19th century. Unlike the other 
local mills that produced fabric, 
Smith & Dove manufactured linen 
thread for carpet weaving, shoe 
thread and sail twine. Their primary 
customers were other companies such 
as shoe manufacturers in Lynn. 

The founders, John and Peter 
Smith and John Dove, were Scottish 
immigrants who arrived here in the 
1820s. Two of the three factory sites

still exist and are currently used for 
other purposes. Smith & Dove also 
brought Scottish immigrants to work 
in their mills, giving the town a 
Strong Scottish ethnic group. Smith & 
Dove were considered model mill 
owners, offering, among other things, 
housing for workers, notably Brechin 
Terrace. 

Memorial Hall Library, funded by 
John Smith in 1870, is probably the 
most tangible, enduring evidence of 
his generosity to the town. But there 
are many other examples of their 
legacy in Andover today.

tics were not recorded before 1987. 

Although Penney carefully states “there 
are no established cause and effect factors 
that we can point to” that cause breast can- 
cer, health officials do believe that certain 
factors can be linked to the disease. Penney 
says Andover has unique environmental fac- 
tors — area incinerators, Interstates 93 and 
495 and businesses including Raytheon — 
that may be studied as health officials look 
for evidence that might suggest a cause for 
the high incidence of the disease. 

A mapping of Andover cancer cases may 
indicate why there are clusters in particular 
areas. 

Among the issues health officials have 
said may be adding to the breast cancer 
cases in Andover are: 

* Large amounts of trash burned in the 
Merrimack Valley, totaling as much as 40 
percent of all trash burned in Massachu- 
setts;

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Mixed opinions on 
process, consultants

In an apparent effort to de- 
politicize the hiring of the next 
police chief as much as possible 
Town Manager Buzz Stapczynski 
has hired a consultant who is 
using an “assessment center” to 
make a recommendation. 

But the process, and Stapezyn- 
ski’s decision to pay $7,700 to 
MMA Consulting Group for this 
assessment center, is getting 
mixed reviews from selectmen. 

Selectman Brian Major calls it 
“a great idea,” while Selectman 
Larry Larsen describes it as 
“cracking peanuts with pile dri- 
vers,” 

An assessment center is con- 
sulting lingo for having a group 
of about four assessors evaluate 
how police candidates perform 
while completing activities 
required by a particular job. 

The assessors will come from 
the law enforcement, human 
resource and municipal manage- 
ment areas. None of the four pro- 
fessionals selected by the consul- 
tant to serve as assessors will 
know the selectmen, the town 
Manager or any of the candi- 
dates. 

The assessors will also not 
know the candidates by name, 
and each candidate’s perfor- 


mance will be videotaped to pro- 
vide, according to the consultant, 
“the best evidence of reliability, 
validity, and fairness of the 
process in the event of a chal- 
lenge.” 

This feeling of even-handed- 
ness is what Selectmen Chair- 
man Jerry Silverman says he 
likes about the process. 

There had been rumors last 
week that town officials were 
friendly with some of the asses- 
sors even though Silverman said 
Tuesday evening the assessors 
had not even been selected yet. 

“I think the one key to that 
(assessment center), is it’s going 
to be done by an outside group,” 
says Silverman. “It won’t be tied 
to anyone, and sometimes that’s 
more important than saving a 
dollar.” 

Rather than take a written or 
oral examination, police chief 
candidates undergoing this 
process will be asked to perform 
several exercises that should 
“examine the person’s ability to 
do the job by creating simula- 
tions that closely parallel the 
actual job situation,” says the 
consultant. 

For example, a candidate 
might be told to deal with a trou-

“We are better served when the morale of 
the whole department is better served. I think 
one of the most important jobs of the police 
chief has to do with his relationship with those 
on the force,” he said. 

Several of the dozen or so residents there 
agreed. While they spoke of domestic violence, 
traffic calming, school-age drug use and sensi- 
tivity to diversity, improved morale and com- 
munication were two issues repeatedly cited 
during the discussion with town officials and a 
$7,700 consultant hired by Stapczynski to over- 
see the selection process. 

The Friday morning discussion was the first 
of several “focus group” meetings that day con- 
ducted by Mark Morse of MMA Consulting. 
Morse and Stapcezynski also met in closed-door 
sessions with town department heads, with the 
police union, and with the four candidates for 
chief — Lt. Phillip E. Froburg, Sgt. Brian J. Pat- 
tullo, Sgt. Thomas F. Siopes and Det. Sgt. Kevin 
J. Winters. 

“There were common themes through all of 
(the meetings), but they each had their own fla- 
vor,” says Stapczynski. 

Stapczynski says while the town leaders’ 
group focused on the attitude, image and sensi- 
tivity of the department, the department heads 
discussed having a person with whom they 
could work. 

The police officers talked about the need to 
better utilize the education and skills of ad 
current department. 

“We had a real honest discussion,” says 
Stapczynski. “Morale and communication was 
a bigger issue to them.” 

The morale of the department has been a 
public issue since the town manager released a 
survey of police department employees in 
April, 1997, following a request by the Towns- 
man. 

The survey showed that several of the 
employees who commented believed a change 
was needed at the top of the department and in 
the town manager’s office. 

The survey was not mentioned at Friday’s 
meeting of town leaders. But at one point dur- 
ing a discussion on morale, Council on Aging 
chairman Marty Epstein asked, “Are we say- 
ing that we have been at least vaguely uneasy 
with the status of the police department?” 

As for the new chief himself, the group says 
it wants an intelligent, outgoing and commu- 
nicative leader with the technical skills and 


Andover. 

“I wouldn’t expect the chief to write the 
grants himself, but he should have the man- 
agement skills,” to delegate the task to some- 
one who can get such —_ ~ en is said. 

Business leaders gee ' 
said the town needs 
a chief with vision, 
who is well aware of 3 
the problems facing fae 
Andover.

“What you need |.

ing. “What you need to get is someone who’s a 
real communicator. (He needs an understand- 
ing of the issues) not only within this commu- 
nity, but an understanding of what’s going on 
in other communities.” 

“We haven’t talked about the chief of police 
being a really good listener,” said Rebecca 
Sykes, a Phillips Academy official toward the 
end of the meeting. “It’s not just being there as 
a presence.” 

Virginia Cole, of Highland Road, said she’d 
like to see the new chief call for more of a pres- 
ence in the schools than that offered by the cur- 
rent DARE (Drug Awareness Resistance Edu- 
cation) program. 

“Youth shouldn’t be aware of police only 
when they get in trouble,” she said. 

Several Andover High School students at 
the meeting said the programs need to start 
when children are younger, because Andover’s 
drug problem seems to be affecting younger 
and younger students each year. 

They also called for more consistency on the 
part of officers. Noting that some officers seem 
aggressive while others are more friendly 
toward students one student asked, “Do the 
police (officers) get along with each other?” 

“I think Rev. Diamond made a very good 
point when he talked about morale,” said 
Selectmen Chairman Jerry Silverman. 

As talk about morale and possible changes 
needed to improve the Andover police depart- 
ment occurred, Stapczynski chose his words 
slowly, saying of the department, “I don’t think 
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Diamond — rela- 
tionships are key.

“shared decision making” to let the faculty come up with their own 
evaluation system, to which they hold themselves accountable, but is 
ultimately based on student performance.

Historic Shawsheen Village? 


The future of Shawsheen Village 
may look more like its past if some 
residents have their way in designat- 
ing the area an historic district. 

The Shawsheen Village Historic 
District Study Commission this week 
sent.out more than 475 surveys to vil- 
lage residents and businesses to see if 
they would support designation of the 
area as an historic district. 

The designation would help pre- 
serve commercial and residential 
buildings, maintain and improve 
their settings and encourage new 
designs that are compatible with the 
district says Ray Flynn, head of the 
study committee. 

Shawsheen Village, the area of 
Andover around North Main Street 
near the intersection of Route 133, 
was America’s first planned commu- 


nity, with housing and essential com- 
mercial business built all in one area 
within walking distance, says Flynn. 

The village was built around the 
Brickstone Square woolen mill from 
1918 to 1923, Flynn says. Mill owner 
William Wood built 150 brick homes 
for his senior mill managers and 
about 300 white clapboard homes for 
his mill workers. 

Residents in “Brick Shawsheen” 
and “White Shawsheen” neighbor- 
hoods are being polled, along with 
about 30 area businesses as to their 
willingness to support the designa- 
tion of an historic district. 

While the surveys are anony- 
mous, they are printed on color-coded 
paper so the group knows which area 
they came from, Flynn says. 

The survey includes four multiple

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Minor construction cases 
decided in town’s favor 


While the original $1.7 million lawsuit filed 
against the town by Andover High School contrac- 
tor Stone-Congress still hovers, the town has 
received some good news from the world of 
lawyers. 

Two significantly smaller school construction- 
related cases have been decided in the town’s 
favor. 

A case against the town and town auditor Rod- 
ney Smith, asking the courts to compel the town’ 
and Smith to “fulfill their duties” in providing 
funds for work was denied in Superior Court, says 
Town Counsel Thomas Urbelis. Once Stone-Con- 
gress’ request for relief was denied, Stone-Con- 
gress voluntarily dismissed the action. 

In a separate arbitration case, Mello Construc- 
tion was seeking $21,698 from the town for addi- 
tional topsoil it provided that was not included in 
its base bids. Arbitrator Joseph DiGiovanni ruled 
the town owes Mello nothing for this soil. 

As a result of the finding, Mello was to pay two- 
thirds of the arbitration costs, meaning the pro- 
ceeding cost Andover about $550.

TOO MUCH OF A GOOD THING? 

It is important that young children establish good home 
dental care, but parents may want to supervise their children’s 
brushing habits until their children reach about six years of age. 
The wisdom of paying close attention to children’s brushing 
habits came to light when a University of Connecticut 
researcher recently examined more than 900 children for signs 
of fluorosis. This is the harmless, yet unsightly, staining or 
mottling of tooth enamel that occurs when children are exposed 
to too much fluoride during the first five or six years of life. A 
survey of these children’s parents revealed that those children 
who regularly brushed their teeth with more than a pea-sized 
amount of toothpaste during their early years were at high risk 
for mild to moderate fluorosis. Because children under the age 
of six tend to swallow (rather than spit out) their toothpaste, they 
should be limited to using a pea-sized amount. 

Taught early enough, healthy habits turn into healthy 
lifestyles. Begin with proper brushing and flossing techniques

Winter is here and with it the cold, 
arid winds and blasts of drying indoor 
heat that can rob the body of needed- 
moisture, leaving skin chapped, itchy 
and flaking. Fortunately, there are sim- 
ple measures you can take — such as 
altering cleansing habits and using a 
moisturizer — to help keep your skin 
moist and healthy during the winter 
months. 

Regardless of skin type or age, the 
mechanism behind dry skin is the 
same. When humidity én the air is low, 
the supply of water contained in the 
skin is more readily and rapidly 
removed. Without a constant replen- 
ishing of moisture, dead skin cells on 
the surface flake off, and the result is 
dry skin, which, when severe, may be 
marked by open cracks that bleed and 
offer a place of entry for infections. 

Moisturizers do not add wetness to 
the skin, rather, they are mixtures of 
oil and water that form a seal. locking 
in moisture that has already been 
absorbed. The amount of moisturizer 
needed varies, but older people may

the continuous cycle of skin-cell 
replacement slows down. The best 
time to apply a moisturizer is immedi- 
ately following a shower or bath when 
the skin has absorbed the most mois- 
ture possible. (Slather body lotion all 
over every day, and pay special atten- 
tion to elbows and knees or other areas 
especially susceptible to dryness.) 
During the winter months, take show- 
ers in preference to baths, as bathing 
can wash away natural oils that help 
the skin trap water. If, however, you 
prefer to bathe, use bath oil in the 
water. Bath oils float on top of the bath 
water, coating the bather with a mois- 
ture-sealing layer of oil. Bubble baths 
should be avoided, as the bubbles in 
the water are caused by harsh deter- 
gents that can dry the skin. No matter 
how great a 15 minute scalding stream 
of water might feel on a 15 degree day, 
keep water lukewarm. Hot water stim- 
ulates chemical reactions that abet the 
removal of oil from the skin by soaps 
and stimulates nerve endings, which 


can provoke itching. The type of 


cleanser you use also can affect the 
condition of the skin during winter. 


Natural soaps are a combination of 


alkali and fat. They tend to cause dry- 
ness by removing the skin's natural 
oils. The best choice are soaps that 
contain nonionic detergent. 

These soaps make ideal cleansers 
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because they are pH neutral and often 
contain a moisturizer. Another way to 
offset dryness in winter is to use a 
humidifier, which adds moisture to 
dry air brought on by artificial heat. 
Replacing lost moisture can help pre- 
vent the evaporation of water from the 
skin. In addition, taking precautions 
before venturing outdoors can also 
help protect the skin. Here are some 
tips: Before you go outside, make sure 
your hands and face are thoroughly dry 
and sealed with a moisturizer. Keep 
your body covered — scarf, gloves, hat, 
boots and ear muffs — to limit the evap- 
oration of the moisture while out- 
doors. 

Don't wear itchy inner layers of 
clothing. While layering is essential for 
winter outfitting, wool and other 
rough fabrics can irritate skin. 

Cotton may get damp and cold. Buy 
thin, breathable thermal gear — the 
new high-tech fabrics that are gentler 
to the skin. And, don't forget sun- 
screen. Even when you can't see the 
sun or feel its warmth, its harmful rays 
are there, causing wrinkles and sun- 
burn. Snow magnifies the sun's intensi- 
ty, so when skiing, snowboarding or 
spending any time outdoors, use some 
kind of face and neck moisturizer with 
an SPF of at least 15.

By Judy Wakefield 
decade ago cosmetic surgery 
was considered an indul- 
gence. Too vain and too 
‘xpensive was the average 
woman's response to Cosmetic surgery. 
Facelifts, breast implants and liposuc- 
tion was reserved for the rich and 
famous. 

And, as for the guys, they accepted 
their bulging love handles along with 
their thinning hair. Not many of them 
ever considered liposuction. 

Well, that was then and this is now. 
The cosmetic surgery business is 
booming these days and exercise fanat- 
ics are playing a key role in the boom. 
Those fit 30- to 40-something-year-old 
women of the 90s who eat right and 
exercise faithfully are the ones keeping 
the plastic surgeons, like Dr. George 
Chatson in North Andover, very busy. 

“Body contouring is more and more 
popular for women who exercise and 
diet and take good care of themselves,” 
said Dr. Chatson who also has an office 
in Winchester. “They have high stan- 
dards. . .but there are parts of their 
bodies that won't change.” 

No matter how fit you are, there are 
still those stubborn bulges of fat that 
resist diet and exercise — like the hips, 
thighs and abdomen. Those trouble 
spots are the target areas for liposuc- 
tion surgery. With liposuction, sur- 
geons make incisions and extract the 
fat through a narrow surgical tube 
attached to a suction pump. Today’s 
surgeons use the tumescent technique 
where saline fluid containing dilute 
amounts of anesthetic and a blood con- 
strictor is injected into the fat prior to 
suction. This technique lessens pain 
and bruising and reduces bleeding.

Recuperation is usually a few days, 
compared to a few weeks when lipo- 
suction was first introduced in the 
early 1980s. , “In certain patients, lipo- 
suction can be combined with various 
‘lifting’ procedures to achieve the 
desired aesthetic result,” Dr. Chatson 
said, adding that patients need to have 
“reasonable expectations” if they are 
considering liposuction. 

The surgery is not a treatment for 
obesity. Rather, it is categorized as a 
body-contouring technique. 

While it does not cure cellulite (the 
lumpy, dimpling skin on the backs of 
thighs) it seems to remove fat cells per- 
manently. When weight is regained, fat 
is deposited elsewhere in the body. 

“There is just a tremendous interest 
in this (liposuction),” said Dr. Jeremy 
Finkle of Northeast Dermatology 


Associates in Haverhill which has done 
over 800 liposuction surgeries during 
the past few years. “It’s keeping me 
very busy.” 

While liposuction is popular, it is 
not the only cosmetic surgery avail-

vaginal infections or cancer, perhaps 
even stave off the aging process itself. 

As new research continues to pour 
in, we may find that some of these 
foods are even more potent in the long 
run than the most powerful prescrip- 
tion wonder drugs.

able. Breast lifts, breast enlargements, 
laser skin resurfacing, abdominoplasty 
(tummy tuck), nose reshaping, gyneco- 
mastia (Overdeveloped male breasts), 
spider vein treatments and face, brow 
and eyelid lids are various types of cos- 
metic surgeries. And, these procedures 
are also getting more popular. 

The latest statistics from the 
American Society of Plastic and 
Reconstructive Surgeons show that 
plastic surgeons performed some 
700,000 procedures in 1996. That is a 
68 percent jump from 1992. 

People ages 35 to 50 with incomes 
under $50,000 make up a third of these 
patients and most said they had the 
surgery because they wanted to look 
healthy and were willing to pay for it. 
Cosmetic surgery is not covered by 
insurance. 

These physically fit baby boomers 
are putting a new face on the typical 
cosmetic surgery patient.

centration. Baby broccoli may be the 
wonder food of the century. 

While broccoli has always been a

“Many people are interested in the 
creams and solutions that have been 
shown to have positive benefits on the 
skin like those with vitamin C and vita- 
min A,” Dr. Finkle said.

These 
days, surgeons use an endoscope, a 
narrow instrument hooked up to a 
video monitor and do the entire opera- 
tion through a handful of tiny slits near 
the scalp line. The procedure has only 
been around for about five years. 


And, the breast implant scare of the 
early 1990s seems to have subsided. Dr. 
Chatson reports a resurgence in this 
type of cosmetic surgery. 

“Women in their 30 and 40s get a lift 
along with the implants...younger ones 
in their 20s don’t need the lift,” he said 
adding that the buxom Bay watch babe 
look is hot in Los Angeles, Miami and 
Dallas. However, the Boston area is 
much more conservative. 


“Women want to be in proportion 
with the rest of their body,” he said. 

Meanwhile, Dr. Finkle talked about 
what was next for the cosmetic 
surgery business. The answer is per- 
manent hair removal. People ask about 
it all the time, he said. So far, hair 
removal is temporary. It always grows 
back. 

“But, permanent removal is not too 
far off,” he said. “I'd say there may be 
something available in about three to 
four months.”

Walk into any supermarket, read a 
few product labels, and you are imme- 
diately faced with the American fat 
paradox: “Low-fat,” “lite,” “nonfat,” 
and “partially hydrogenerated” may 
mean something to government regula- 
tors, wrote Maggy Howe in an article 
in the current issue of Country Living, 
but such terms leave many of us in a 
quandary. 

While most consumers have by now 
come to the realization that an excess 
of dietary fat — especially saturated fat 
— is unhealthy, the bad reputation fat 
has earned of late is largely unde- 
served. 


Research has showed that not all fats 
and oils are unhealthy and that some 
so-called nonfat and low-fat products 
may actually be doing us more harm 
than good. Our bodies need fat _ it just

Fats and vegetable oils are both glyc 
erides of fatty acids and are collective 
ly called fats. At room temperature, 
fats are generally solid while oils are

perature extremes and cushioning it 
from bumps and jolts. It helps the body 
to absorb vitamins A,D,E and K, and is 
one of the basic 
cells, the others being proteins and 
carbohydrates. Fifty percent of the 
brain is fat and much of the heart is, as 
well. 


The body needs many kinds of fat. 
Some types can be created from other 
fats and carbohydrates. The ones that 
can’t must be supplied directly by the 
diet. 


When the body has used all the fat 
and carbohydrates that it needs, it 
stores any excess in its adipose (fat) tis- 
sue. Fatty acids are the main compo- 
nent of fats. Fats are classified by the 
type of fatty acids that they are made 
of: either saturated, monounsaturated, 
or polyunsaturated. 


Saturated fats are considered to be 
the least wholesome type of fat. These 
fats are generally found in animal prod- 
ucts like beef, dairy goods, and lard 
The body needs saturated fats so the 
liver can produce cholesterol, an 
important constituent in cell mem- 
branes, but when eaten in excess, sat- 
urated fats have a tendency to raise 
blood cholesterol levels, increasing the 
risk of heart disease. Saturated fats 
should be ingested in moderation with

Modest reduction in fat better 
than drastic cuts, study suggests

CHICAGO (AP) — You can never be 
too rich or eat too little fat, right? 

Wrong, suggests a study that found 
moderate reductions in the amount of 
fat in a person’s diet are better than 
drastic ones when it comes to lowering 
the risk of heart disease in people with 
high cholesterol. 

Men who got 26 percent of their 


total calories from fat lowered their 
LDL, or so-called “bad” cholesterol, by 
13.4 percent, researchers reported in 
Wednesday’s Journal of the American 
Medical Association. 

Men who cut their fat intake more _ 
to 22 percent of total calories _ did no 
better in reducing “bad” cholesterol, 
but they reduced levels of HDL, the so- 
called “good” cholesterol, and raised

other, more healthful, fats. The 
National Cholesterol Education 
Program (NCEP) suggests that saturat- 
ed fats be limited to 10 percent of your 
total caloric intake. Less is recom- 
mended for people with very high cho- 
lesterol levels. 


Monounsaturated fats are regarded 
as the “healthiest” of the fats. Source of 
monounsaturated fats include canola 
oil. Recent research suggests that 
monounsaturates help reduce danger- 
ously high levels of blood cholesterol. 
The NCEP recommends keeping 
monounsaturated fats at 10 percent to 
15 percent of your total caloric intake. 


Polyunsaturated fats and monounsat- 
urated fats do not induce high blood 


cholesterol levels. Polyunsaturates are 
found in vegetable oils derived from 


corn, safflowers, soybeans, and sun.-, 


flowers, as well as in seeds, nuts, and 
some fish oils. The NCEP recommends 
that polyunsaturates not surpass 10 
percent of your total caloric intake. 


Our bodies cannot make certain 
polyunsaturated fatty acids that they 
need to function well. These fatty acids 
— referred to as omega-3s and omega-6s 
— are essential and must be supplied by 
our diet, and are primarily found in the 
tissue of cold-water fish (salmon, mack- 
erel, sardines, and herring). 


With a proper balance of essential 
fatty acids in the body, cardiovascular 
disease, hypertension, and diabetes 
can be lessened and immune status can 
be improved.

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Nutritionists told eating 
habits have changed 


BOSTON (AP) — Americans want to 
eat healthy, but they are less concerned 
about fat and calories today than they 
were several years ago, nutritionists 
were told at a conference. 

Concern with nutritional foods has 
declined since 1990 as a matter of taste 
and convenience, Harry Balzar, who 
has tracked what Americans eat for 20 
years, said at the annual meeting of the 
American Dietetic Association. 

“People want health, but they want 
it to be easy,” he said, reporting that 
vitamins are among the fastest-selling 
items in supermarkets. 

“There are fewer eaters of low-fat, 
low-cholesterol and low-sugar foods,” 
he said 

In 1990, 39 percent of homemakers 
said they were cautious about the 
amount of calories in the food they ate, 
and 51 percent were cautious about 
fat, he said. 

Today, only 28 percent are con- 


cerned about calories, and only 43 per- 
cent worry about fat. 

Ten years ago, 55 percent of home- 
makers said people who are not over- 
weight are more attractive than those 
who are heavy, compared with only 28 
percent today, he said. 

“We were told that we could eat as 
much as we want as long as it is low-fat. 
But this country got heavier during the 
health trend,” he said. 

The big trend in eating today is take- 
out food, he said. 

“Fifty percent of every food dollar is 
spent in a restaurant. Nobody wants to 
cook. The No. 1 home meal provider is 
McDonald’s. It’s fast, easy and cheap,” 
Balzar said. 

Pizza has replaced steak as the most 
popular food, he said, but otherwise 
there has been no change since 1980 
in the food Americans crave: ham, hot 
dogs, peanut butter and jelly, ham- 
burgers, and macaroni and cheese.

levels of another blood fat called 
triglycerides. Elevated triglycerides are 
associated with a higher risk of heart 
disease. 

“It's become a very popular notion 
that the less fat a person eats, the bet- 
ter off they are, as far as heart disease 
risk is concerned,” said the study’s lead 
author, Dr. Robert H. Knopp, a profes- 


sor of medicine at the University of 


Washington School of Medicine in 
Seattle. 

Instead, he said, the study suggests 
that extreme fat restrictions do not 
help and may even be harmful. 

Dr. Dean Ornish, 
very low fat diets, said the findings 
send a misleading message that a dozen 
previous studies contradict. 

The study measured risk factors for 
heart disease — not heart disease itself, 
said Ornish, a faculty member at the 
University of California at San 
Francisco. 

He noted that in his own research, a 
vegetarian diet limited to 10 percent of 
calories from fat reversed the clogging 
of arteries in patients with heart dis- 
ease, as evidenced on heart scans. 

Knopp’s study involved 444 men 
with elevated “bad” cholesterol levels 
in their blood. Some men also had ele- 
vated triglycerides. 
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The study suggests that 
extreme fat restrictions 


do not help and may 
even be harmful. 


The men were divided into groups 
that ate varying levels of fat: level 1, 30 
percent of calories from fat; level 2, 26 
percent; level 3, 22 percent; level 4, 18 
percent. 

“The surprising thing was that total 
fat restriction below the level 2 diet 
had no further benefit and had an 
adverse effect on triglycerides and 
FDL,” Knopp said. 

Before the one-year study, the men 
were eating a more typical American 
diet — about 35 percent of total calo- 
ries from fat and up to 13 percent of 
total calories from saturated fats. 
believed to be the most harmful kind. 

Men assigned to level 4 who were 
supposed to eat only 18 percent of 
calories from fat but actually averaged 
22 percent. 

HDL is called “good” cholesterol 
because higher levels of it are associat- 
ed with less risk of heart disease. With 
LDL, the reverse is true — higher levels 
are linked to a higher risk of heart dis-

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Reduce fat intake by altering recipes 


STARKVILLE, Miss. (AP) — Many 
reduced fat and fat-free foods have 
become available for consumers during 
the past few years, but cooks can 
reduce fat intake simply by altering 
recipes at home. 

“Creative cooks who know which 
ingredients can be switched around in 
recipes can significantly alter the fat 
content in many foods they prepare at 
home,” said Melissa Mixon, extension 


nutrition specialist at Mississippi State 
University. 

The food industry has employed fat 
substitutes developed through 
research and modern technology dur- 
ing the past few years, but ordinary 
cooks can use more common solutions 
to improve their diets. 

“Yogurt and buttermilk can be a 
great advantage for a health conscious

which is 50 percent more filling than 
white bread. 

- Eat fish, which gives a more satis- 
fying feeling than chicken or lean beef. 
Stay away from fatty meats, which will 
make you feel full but are loaded with 
calories 

- Fora snack, eat popcorn, which is 
twice as filling as peanuts or candy 
bars. If it’s a fruit snack, have an orange 
Or an apple rather than a banana. 

And stay away from croissants. 
They were seven times less able to give 
that satisfied feeling than the same 
calories-worth of potatoes. A croissant 
has twice as many calories and 12 
times the fat of an English muffin of the 
same weight. 

More good advice about feeling sat- 
isfied after a meal comes from a study 
done at the Tufts University Human 
Nutrition Research Center on Aging,

where 12 men and women aged 56 and 
oves went through a strength-building 
program. The result: After 12 weeks 
they were able to eat an extra 300 calo- 
ries per day without gaining weight. 

They did it by increasing their rest- 
ing metabolism rate, a measure of how 
fast the body burns calories. The aver- 
age metabolic rate increase after the 
exercise program was 8 percent. The 
volunteers also burned a few calories 
in the exercise regimen, which had 
them working out in three weekly 30- 
minute sessions, but the main factor 
was stepped-up metabolism. 

And the program carried a couple of 
bonuses. The volunteers’ body fat fell 
by 3 percent, while their strength 
increased by at least 24 percent.

consumer as fat substitutes in baked 
recipes,” Mixon said 

Fruit purees also can replace fat. 
Prune puree is an ideal fat substitute in 
chocolate desserts such as brownies. 
and applesauce works well in lighter- 
colored baked goods such as muffins 
and cakes. 

“Half of the fat a recipe calls for in 
the form of oil or solid shortening can 
be replaced with a fruit puree,” Mixon 
said 


Mixon said there are many other 
healthy ingredients that can be substi- 
tuted for unhealthier ingredients. She 
said consumers should experiment 
with recipes to make healthy foods 
they will enjoy 

“Make the most of herbs and spices 
rather than depending on butter or 
margarine for good taste. Sometimes 
healthy eating takes some adjustment 
time to develop new taste prefer- 
ences,” she said. 

Broth, water or orange, lemon or 
lime juice can replace oil. Mixon rec- 
ommended stir-frying with these alter- 
native ingredients. 

“When recipes call for cream, use 
canned evaporated skim milk instead,” 
she said. 

Mixon also suggested adding oats, 
bran, shredded vegetables or sour fruit 
puree to meat dishes to cut fat.

“This filler lowers the amount of fat 
per serving in meat dishes. Use about a

Mixon said above all, remember to 
eat in moderation. Even foods that are 
low in fat may still have a significant 
number of calories. 


“Eating low-fat foods are only part of 
a healthy lifestyle. Diets should consist 
of the right combination of foods from 
each nutritional group, and they 
should be accompanied by regular 
exercise,” Mixon said.

People 40 and older finding 
benefits of keeping fit

CHARLESTON, S.C. (AP) — Andrea 
Ferguson probably feels more pressure 
than most to stay physically fit. Five 
days a week, the WCSC-TV morning 
anchor is on view under the critical 
eye of the public, via the unforgiving 
lens of the camera. 

“Four years ago I started realizing 
everything's falling a half an inch a 
year,” she said. “I have a good-looking 
husband who travels, and I want to 
give him a good reason to come 
home.”

Newton worked with Ferguson fora 
year, taking her through strength-train- 
ing exercises with the proper form and 
that have — significantly 
changed her body composition. 

“No matter what disaster happens 
to you, you always brush your teeth,” 
she says.

and 50s, you think more, ‘Gee, I better 
take care of myself.’ “ 

Studies have shown regular physical 
fitness can relieve stress, alleviate 
depression, decrease the risk of heart 
disease and certain cancers, and pre- 
vent musculoskeletal injuries. 

But as men and women begin to age, 
physical fitness takes on particular 
importance. Mid-life is prime time for 
weight gain, depression, a decrease in 
muscle mass and an increase in fat. 

Experts say between ages 30 and 
70, people who don’t strength-train 
are likely to lose nearly one-third of 
their muscle cells. 

“Everyone’s metabolism slows down 
10 percent every 10 years,” Kitchens 
Says. “With strength training, you 
accelerate your metabolism. A muscu- 
lar body burns more calories and keeps 
bones stronger.” 

Frequently, men and women settle 
into their middte years with an 
increased sense of self. The most time- 
consuming chailenges of child-rearing 
are often behind them, providing long- 
lost time to focus on their own needs. 

Menopause or mid-life crises can 
impact mental and physical health: 
exercise can be powerful therapy.

Studies: Exercise can 


promote sleep,

CHICAGO (AP) — A little exercise 
can help older people sleep better and 
relieve their arthritis, researchers 
report. 

The two studies do more than con- 
firm conventional wisdom — they sug- 
gest a low-cost means of cutting the 
nation's health expenditures, Dr. 
David M. Buchner of the University of 
Washington said in an accompanying 
editorial. 

The studies were published in a 
recent issue of the Journal of the 
American Medical Association. 

One study, led by researchers at 
Stanford University, involved 43 seden- 
tary, healthy adults 50 to 76 years old 
with mild to moderate sleep problems, 
such as taking longer than 25 minutes 
on average to fall asleep and sleeping 
an average of only six hours a night. 

Half the participants underwent 16 
weeks of aerobics, each week consist- 
ing of two hour-long low-impact class- 
es ata YMCA andtwo 40-minute ses- 
sions of brisk walking or stationary 
cycling at home. The other half did 
nothing. 

At the end of the study, the subjects 
who exercised reported that they fell 
asleep about 15 minutes faster and 
slept about 45 minutes longer than

In the other study, people with 
osteoarthritis who walked briskly or 
worked out with weights for three 
hour-long sessions a week could climb 
Stairs, get out of cars and perform 
other activities more easily and with 
less pain. The 18-month study involved 
349 people age 60 or older. 

“It probably doesn't matter what you 
do as along as you do it,” said the lead 
researcher, Dr. Walter H. Ettinger Jr. of 
Bowman Gray School of Medicine in 
Winston-Salem, N.C. “We've got to fig- 
ure out how you get people active and 
how you keep them active.” 

Exercise already is generally recom- 
mended as a treatment for osteoarthri- 
tis by the Arthritis Foundation and the 
American College of Rheumatology.
